rpHIS volume of Army R^ulatiozis, India, contains the orders of 
the Government of India on all matters concerning the sea and 
inland movements of troops and others attached to the army. 

Officers are expected to interpret these regulations reasonably 
and intelUgently, ith a due regard to the interests of the public 
service. No attempt has been made to providti for necessacy but 
self-evident exceptions.

In tlief>e i ales unlcbs inconsistent with the context : 

Free passage — Means tiee conveyance of the individual, his antnonzed seivants, 
chargers, baggage^ and camp equipage, to destination, unless specially restricted to 
conveyance by either sea, rail, nver, oi road only. JFree passage by rail includes 
conveyance by river hen both journeys are coutinuous and passengers are booked 
through to destination also sea joinneys between pDrts m India proper when tlie 
< 5 ea route is more ecouttnucai or where no railway communication exists. Free 
passage by road includes journeys by canal, backwater, or by iiver otherwise than 
in a steamer in oonntction with which wairants are accepted. 

It does not mclude free messing, except in the eases mentioned in para. 108 
Note. — F ieo conveyance to destination mentioned above does not include 
conveyance by l.iud in the U. K 

Not -entitled passage— Is a passage allotted in a Government tiansport, or a 
vessel wholly chartered by Government, on the understandmg that no compensa- 
tion is claimable it the accommodation is finally lequired tor entitled passengois, 
and that the tull cost of mesrimg and any other expenses otheiwdse paid by the State 
will be defrayed by the poison to whom the passage is granted. 

Main route — The most convenient land or sea route, oi both combmed, bem g 
that usually taken by the travelhng public. See also para. 1(50 

Rest camp route — The most oonvement route on which rest camps are located. 
Beyond sea — Includes Aden and Burma, and all stations beyond India proper at 
which troops on the Indian establishment are located. 

India proper — ^Includes the peninsula of India, and the provmces of Assam and 
Baluchistan, but not Burma and Aden, 

Indian Unuts — ^Includes India proper,” and beyond sea stations administered 
by the Government of India, Aden, the Andamans and Burma. 

On duty — Includes all journeys on promotion, transfer, deputation, inspection 
or other duty, authorized by competent authority in the interests of the public ser- 
vice, and not at the request, or 4or the personal convemonce, or in consequence of th(‘ 
misconduct ot the individual concerned. ^ llie Bivl. Comdr. may, however , 
t»,t his dibcrciioiu by sjieeial ordoi^, permit an individual Itransferred for misconduct , 
to tiavel on duty. An luclmdual proceeding on privilege leave is conside^d 
to be on duty during such leave sind can draw any travelling allowances to whic h 
be would have hoou entitled had he lemamed on duty. 

Permanent duty— Means duty (other than mspection duly or instructional 
classes held in Iijdia unless specially provided for in these regulations) mvolving 
more than three mon th 3* absence from permanent station. 

Temporary duty — Moans absence from permanent station not exceeding three 
months, and all inspection duty. 

Indian service officer — Includes officers of the Indian Army, I M.S,, continuous 
service officers of the R.A. and R. E., and R.E. officers permitted to extend their 
jndian service indefinitely who elect to proceed under Indian leave rules. 

British service officer — ^Includes the following : — 

(rt) all officers serving with British units. 

(6) all officers of the R,.A.M.C., whether holding administrative or executive 
appointments. 

^e) Heutenant-colonols, adjutants, instructors of gunnery, and ridingmasters 
of theJR..A. 

(d) non-continuous service II.E. officers, unless taking leave under Indian 

Army leave rules and receiving Inffian rates of leave pay. 

(e) inspectors of ordnance machinery, or of army schools, 

(/) subaltern officers of the Briti^ service serving on the ^nexal, mstructional. 
or personal staff, in departments under the G, of L, or as adjutants 
of volunteer corps. 

Ig} any other officers who may be granted leave under the British leave rules. 

All other officers of the British service, above the rank of lieutenant, serving 
on the general, instructional, or pemonal staff, in departments under the G* oil., 
or as adjutants of volunteer corps ; and all officers serving with the Indian 
artillery , only receive passage as Indian service officers wMleaotuaByh<dding such 
appointments, though when joining and after vacation they travel as British service

Departmental officer with honorary rank and warrant officer— Includes all 
departmental officers witL honorary ranlc however employed, and such warrant 
officers as are servmg in aepartnients, but excludes the hospital assistant branch 
of the LS.IVLD. 

British soldier— Includes regimental and non-departmental warrant officers 
and all British N. C. officers and men serving in India. 

Civilian mechanic— Includes civil chief master armourers, chief meohanioal 
engmeers, and civilian mechanics ot other classes employed in military de- 
nartments. 

Civilian subordinate — ^Includes clerks, accountants, agents, and store-keepers, 
employed in departments and staff offices* but not clerks ot native units nor of the 
transport branch of the S. and T. corps. 

Native soldier — ^Includes native officers and all other ranks of units and de- 
partments attested as soldiers, also transport vetermaiy dafadars of the S. and I. 
corps, but not hospital assistants nor recruit and pension boys 
Hospitalgassistant — ^Includes semorlhospital assistant. 

Public follower— Includes allj men of the A. H. corps, and those of 1 the S. and 
T. and A. B. corps not attested as soldiers or transport veterinary daladais, and 
all enrolled followers of units and departments paid by the State, 

Private follower— Includes all servants of mdividuals, units, and depart- 
ments, not paid by the State. 

Family — Includes m the case of— 

{a) British o^cers^U.L, warrant and JSf. 0. offl'^ers, civihan me^Mnies 
and duhordinates, native ranhs, and follow&t's. 

Wife ; unmarried daughters of any age residing with and dependent upon the 
individual ; and sons under 16 years of age or irrespective of age if suffermg from 
mental or bodily infirmity, also unmarried step-daughters of age, and step- 
sons under 16 years of age, in the case of warrant, and H. 0. officers. 

For the grant of not-entitled passages “ fai^y ” mcludes sons over 16 years of 
age, and other relatives residing with and entirely dependent on the individual. 

(&) British regimental warrant and N* G. ofpfiers and men^ 

Wife ; unmarried daughters or step-daughters of any age , and sons or step- 
sons under 16 years of age, or irrespective of age if they came to India before they 
were 16 or are suffering from mental or bodily infirmity. 

Government ward — ^The child of a deceased warrant officer or British soldier, 
whose mamtenance has been undertaken by Government. 

Hired transport — ^A vessel wholly engaged for Government purposes* 

Freight ship — vessel by which conveyance is engaged for parties of troops, 
stores, etc., but which is not wholly reserved ^or Government purposes. 

Divisional Commander — ^Includes the commander of an independent brigade. 
Brigade Commander — ^Includes the divisional commander in the case of troops 
serving directly under his orders.

VoLTTME X. — Passages. 


G-eneral Instructions. 

1. Those nilos will apply to all persons subject to the A. A. AppUoabil 
or I. A. W., lady mirses, civilian mechanics and subordinates, 
schoolmistresses, public followers, and the families of these 
classes, whose travelling expenses are debited to the military 

and military works esiimatos, except in the case of the ofBce 
establishments of the Military Accountant General, who, 
when travelling between Calcutta and Simla, will continue 
to receive travelling allowances under the Simla Allowance 
Code, and the subordinates of the M. W. S. and M. A. Depart- 
ment, who will continue to travel under the rules in the 
G. S. Pegs., but see para. 22. They will only apply to those 
in civil employ to the extent prescribed by the C. S. Regs, 

2. When free conveyance is admissible, river and sea pass- 
ages by private vessel will be ordered on I. A. E. T1712 and 
1724 respectively ; rail and road passages will either be ordered 
by warrant (I. A. E. T1707 for rail and T1712 for road jour- 
neys), paid for in cash, or travelling allowances will be given 
at the rates laid down in para. 29 to admit of individuals 
making their own arrangements. 

(а) Warrants will be issued for all movements t& and 

from field service ; all journeys made to and from 
manoeuvres, except in the case of officers whose 
units do not move who will draw travelling allow- 
ances for such journeys under scale “ B ” para. 

29; all joxuneys performed by river; all move- 
ments of bodies of troops ; all Bintish soldiers ; all 
ranks of the native army except furlough men 
and reservists ; public followers ; and the families 
of these classes; also for certain classes on the 
road journeys mentioned in para. 29, footnote 
(d). 

(б) Travelling allowances should be given to the families 

of all British officers, single and widowed school- 
mistresses, civilian meoh.onics and subordinates 
and their families, on all occasions; to British 
officers, lady nurses, departmental wannnt 
officers, and an armourer acting as civil chief 
master armourer, when not accompanying troops ; 
to the families of departmental warrant officers, 
and to schoolmistresses and their families, when 
travelling at the public expense apart from their 
husbands or when the latter also waw travelling 
allowances. 

(<?) The homeward fares of all native ranks proceeding 
on furlough will he paid by the 0. 0. the unit to 
the railway in cash; or m cases where units are 
stationed off the line of rail by remittaime transfer 
receipt ifiade pa;rahle to the exahtiher of railtmy

railway, or if more convonient tlio fare may be 
given. to tbe individual. Each indiyidnal before 
leaving bis unit will be advanced bis return fare 
and tbe total amount disbursed will then be ad- 
justed in tbe next general state of accounts. 
If an individual becomes non-effective whilst on 
furlougb, tbe return fare advanced will be re- 
covered from bis estate. 

(d) Tbe homeward fares of reservists on first joining the 
reserve or returning from a training, will be paid 
and adjusted by tbe 0. 0. tbe unit and reserve 
centre respectively, in tbe same manner as pre- 
scribed in clause (c) for furlough men. When 
called up for training or service, reservists will be 
booked by railways on tbe authority of tbe pass- 
age order attached to I. A. E. Y1954, which must 
be completed before despatch to the reservist. 

'Applications for warrants or travelling allowances must be 
made in writing, and if possible on I. A. F. T1705 or to 
tbe officer competent to issue or authorize the same, see paras. 4 
and 30. 

R spombi. 3. Tbe officer who authorizes a passage at the public cs- 
lityof tenttg pense, or tbe issue of a passage warrant or travelling allowances 
will be held personally responsible that this is axitborizod by 
these regulations, and any extra expense catised by ilie grant of 
unauthorized passages may be recovered from him. Tn no cir- 
cumstances may a passage bo authorized on the cotulition that 
if objected to the individual benefiting thereby will refund the 
amount, and doubtful cases must be referred to compel ent 
authority for decision. 

Issue of 4. The following individuals are authorized to issue passage 

wawaats warrants and credit notes. They will be responsible for the 
notes'**^* safe custody of the forms issued to them, and liable to pay any 
charge arising from tbeir theft and fraudulent use. Each 
warrant or credit note must be stamped before issue with tho 
office seal, and if issued on account of any special service or 
expedition this must be endorsed thereon in red inkt—

5. Every movement order issued by a despaUdnuf? ollicor oa 
account of an individual travelling' c)tiu>r\\ isc lliau with truujm, 
•will specify tlie date by wliieli lie sluuild arriM* at his destiiiu 
tion if witliiu Indian limits or at the port el' oiiiharkatiun it 
leaving India. This date will he fixed witli rel'erenve to the 
circumstances of tlie movement, hut if im special reasons exist 
tor arrival by a particular date, six days may Jh* allowed tor 
preparation, and one day lulditiouul for eaeli t2d() miles where 
communication by rail exists, 200 miles by ocean steamer, .SO 
miles where communication by river steamer or horse dak 
exists, or 15 miles in any other case, or for any I'r.iciion of these 
distances. For sufficient reason this period may be speclaUy 
extended by the Bde. Comdr. If the individual fails to arrive 
by the date named, he will, unless the delay is explained to the 
satisfaction of the Bde. Comdr., ho treated us absent without 
leave. 

6. If any loss occurs owdng to an individual not availing 
himself of the conveyance ordered ftr him, he will, unless this 
was ca'osed by circumstances beyond his control, be called U]»on 
to refund the amount involved. In the case of those drawing 
travelling allowances or passage money no farther asBislanee 
will be given on any account. 

7. A general or staff officer who is permitted, for his own 
convenience, to carry on his duties away from his permanent 
Hd. Qrs. station, must defray all extra travelling expenditure 
thereby caused. 

8. A lien may be retained on any passage authorized under 
these rules for a period not exceeding one year (extendable in 
special cases to two years by the Divl. Comdr.) by British offi- 
cers vacating their commands or appointments, retiring, or 
when placed on half pay ; departmental officers with honorary 
rank and departmental warrant officers retiring ; army school- 
mistresses placed on the unemployed list; and families of de- 
ceased British soldiers. But in all cases, other than those of 
general officers and their families, and the families of deceused 
British soldiers, no claim to passage by private steamer will be 
admitted if the period an individual elects to remain in India 
includes any portion of a trooping season during which a pass- 
age by Government steamer could have been made avail- 
able. 

&, The C.-in-C. will decide, subject to the approval of the 
G. of I., to what extent the periodical relief movements of 
troops are to be carried out by rail, route march, or other 
method. Applications for any change in the mode of move- 
ment must be based on public grounds, . and requests for per- 
mission for troops to travel by rail at their own expense 
instead of hy route march cannot he entertained. 

10. The 0. 0. any unit or detachment exceeding 50 men 
moving within Indian limits will send a movement report on 
I. aTe. Tiros to the GHef of Staff, the Q. M. G.. India, the 
P. M. 0:, India, the Divl. Comdr., and the local staff offioeTj 
on (1) departure from original station, (2) departure from, any 
station or camp at which a halt exceeding seven days hds ' 
been made, and (3) arrival at destination. A copy of the 
itinerary of every move will be forwarded to tte above 
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honed dhcers by ibo 0. C. in iiine to reach its destination 
before the unit or detachment leaves its original station. Any 
subsequent changes made to the itinerary should also be at 
once reported.

6 General Instructions. 

Oomdr. wlio will arrang'e witli the 0. C. at lUu l>ort oi t-tii- 
barkation. The latter decides the allotuient oi passages, and 
when these are requii-ed by private steamer the line by wliicli 
the individual should proceed.^ Any line o£ steamers Jia\ ing 
suitable passenger accommodation, and carrying suigoons, inaj 
be used, and the 0. C. will be guided by considerations ol 
economy in respect o£ passage money and del out ion allowancHf 
(see A. R. I., Vol. I), and the needs oS each case. Applica- 
tions for passage in government transports for sick oiEcor,s re- 
quiring special accommodation and treatment during the 'loj- 
age, should reach the embarking officer not loss than fifteen 
days before the date of sailing, and mnsl indicate the nature 
of the illness, etc., to admit of the required arrangomonis 
being made. 

14. Officers and others ordered by a medical board or other 
competent authority to leave India without delay, may bo at 
once despatched to the port of embarkation, telegraphic inti- 
mation to this effect and of the probable date of thoir arrival, 
being sent by the Bde. Comdr. to the 0. C. at the port, who will 
arrange for their onward despatch. In other cases individuals 
should not be despatched from their stations until tho Bde. 
Comdr. has arranged with the 0. C. at the port ol embarkation 
for their allotment to a particular vessel. 

15. Officers will defray their embarking and disembarking 
expenses, hut may be allowed the benefit of any arrangomonis 
made for the troops they may accompany. 

10. Claims to passage money from a Colony to India, and 
also the claims of individuals recalled from leave in the 
XT. K., who have sailed before the receipt of orders recalling 
them to duty, in circumstances in which passage is admissible 
under existing regulations, may be dealt with by the G, of I. 
All other claims on account of movements from the U. K. to 
India require the sanction of the S. of S. for India. 

17. Passages required in P. and 0. mail steamers for in- 
dividuals travelling at the public expense, and for their fami- 
lies should be requisitioned under the contract in force, see 
Appx. II. 

18. Sea passages within Indian limits should be provided 
in government vessels whenever possible; otherwise iu the con- 
tract steamers of the B. I. S. IT. Co., except between India and 
Aden in which case any convenient and economical line of 
steamers may he used. Inspecting officers may, however, 
travel by other steamers when this is absolutely neceSfUKry to 
avoid delay and inconvenience. 


Soa and road IG. British soldiers and their fa3nilies entitled to passage 
oonvejranoe to the U. K. will ordinarily be detained to proceed by a trans-

establishments will be transferred, with their documents, for 
temporary employment, payment, etc., if belonging to a mount- 
ed unit to the oilicer placed in charge of the horses, or if be- 
longing to a dismounted unit to the executive S. and T. officer, 
pending the receipt of instructions from the Divl. Condr. as to 
their disposal. 


Chargers. 

102. Free conveyance for chargers by rail or river should General 
not be authorized, unless the distance exceeds 80 miles, or the 
despatching officer is satisfied that the circumstances do not 
admit of the animals marching. 

103. Officers proceeding from India to the TJ. K. or the Permanent 
Colonies are not entitled to passage, either by rail or sea, for duty scale, 
their chargers. Those travelling by rail, river, or sea, on per- 
manent duty within Indian limits, may he granted free 
conveyance for the chargors actually maintained up to 

the number which they are required to xajie on field service, or 
the number for which horse allowance is received or included 
in their pay, see A. E. I., Vol. I, whichever is less, unless 
transferred to a unit or appointment in which a smaller number 
of chargers is required when that number only will be_ con- 
veyed. Exceptions are made in the case of (o) the C.-in-C., 
wlio is allowed conveyance for eight chargers on all occasions, 

(6) officers of the E. G. A., posted to the Mountain Artillery 
branch, who are specially allowed conveyance for one charger. 

(c) officers when first joining and finally leaving the Indian 
Staff College, who are allowed conveyance for two chargers, 
and {d) officers of the M. A. Dept., who are not allowed con- 
veyance for a charger in peace movements. A mounted officer 
may he allowed free passage £rom the port of disembarkation to 
his destination for any chargors, within the regulation number, 
that he brings with him to India on transfer to the Indian 
establishment. One attendant may be conveyed with each 
charger. 

104. When mounted officers move ou temporary duty, free Temporary 
conveyance for one charger (or bicycle), or in special cases two®"^*** 
charges (or one charger and one bicycle), may he authorised 
on the responsibility of the despatching officer, if the duty 
demands it. But officers detached on examination or any 
other mounted duty lasting a few days only should ordinarily 
he provided with government horses at the station to which 
tliey are deputed, conveyance for a charger being only author* 
ized when this is impossible. Native officers of cavalry pro- 
ceeding on recruiting duty should not he given conveyance for 
their charges. The undermentioned officers may, when

Engage- 111. The engagament of hired transports or troop freight 

ment. ships requires the sanction of the G. of I. in the marine depart- 

ment, on receipt of which the several inspections and other 
executive details are carried out by the local B. I. M. officers, 
in consultation with the militaiy authorities. The Director, 
R. I. M., at Bombay, and the Deputy Director at Calcutta, arc 
the head executive officers for the western and eastern coasts, 
respectively, and all correspondence must be addressed to them 
and not direct to owners or agents of vessels. 

Surveys. 112. Two surveys of such vessels are held, i.e,, the primary 

survey to determine what is necessary to render the vessel suit- 
able for the conveyance of troops, and the final survey to sec 
that the desired arrangements have been completed and that 
the vessel is adequately equipped in every respect for the voy- 
age. Both surveys will be attended by an officer of the brigade 
staff, and a medical officer, and by a veterinary officer when 
animals are to be embarked. The 0. C. the troops, and the 
senior medical and veterinary officers, proceeding in the vessel, 
should also attend the final survey, if possible. The dates of 
the surveys will be fixed, and all forms supplied, by the local 
R, I. M. officer. 

p . ^ f 113. The main points to be attended to by the military 

^^deration members in both surveys are that the accommodation, equip- 
byrnOitacy ment, and fittings, prescribed in the Marine Begs., Vol. II, * 
niembecs. provided for the troops, their families, and animals em- 

barking; also for the hospital, dispensary, prison, magamne, 
issue and baggage rooms, helmet, arm, sea kit bag and ham- 
mock racks, galleys and bake houses or cabooses, lavatories and 
latrin^^s. The best position for the family quarters, hospital, 
invalid accommodation, horse stalls, and latrines, must be care- 
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fully solecled, axiil the aiTaugemeuls for Tcntilation and pro- 
tectum from the weather inspected and approved. At the 
iinal survey i-he medical stores, comforts, and disinfectants, 
also the provisions, unless shipped by the S. and T. corps, 

])rovidcd tor tlie voyage, should be examined as to sufficiency 
and quality. 

114. The 0. 0. at the port of embarkation is responsible 

that the numbers of each class, animals, etc., for whom accom- o.cfat 
modation is required, are communicated as early as possible port, 
to the li. I. M. officer concerned, and that the local senior offi- 
cers of the medical, ordnance, clothing, S. and T., and other 
departments, are also instructed in respect of any demands 
that may be made upon them. 

Baggage rules. 

115. Officers, soldiers, and their families, provided with Baggage in 
passage at the public expense by private steamers, are entitled 

to conveyance for the regulation quantity of baggage; and if 
this is not carried free under the contract in force, the passage 
requisition should specify the actual weight of baggage to be 
shipped, in order that any excess charge may be included by 
the company in their passage claim. When passage money is 
drawn all baggage expenses must be defrayed therefrom.

British troops from India to the TJ.K. or the Colonies* In the 
case of hired transports or freight ships engaged in India, the 
owners should be reijuested to make the necessary arrange- 
ments ; on E. I. M. vessels by which a cavalry or infantry unit 
is proceeding, the regimental authorities will make the neces- 
sary arrangements, in other cases the 0. C. at the port of em- 
barkation will ship the required stores according to the scale 
and instructions given in Appx. III. 

127. The orders contained in the K. ^.relating to the wires 
of officers and soldiers being only embarked if medically tt and a„aoertia- 
not within three months of their confinement, will apply to all cates. 
Toyages. Medical certificates on I. A. Y. M1240 must be pre- 
sented to the embarking staff officer for families proceeding 
direct to the port of embarkation, these being obtained either 
before leaving their original station or at the port of embarka- 
tion. Troops and the families accompanying them will be 
medically examined before leaving tbeir original station, and 
re-examined tbe day before embarkation, in order that 
individnals showing symptoms of infectious or contagions dis- 


ease may he left behind. 

128. Individuals allotted passage in transports sailing from 

Bomhay or Karachi and not accompanying, troops, should 
embark tho day before the vessel sails. KaiaoU. 

129. Detailed orders for embarkations shonld be issued ^ 

beforehand by the 0. 0. at the port, naming the staff officer to 
superintend the embarkation, and giving full instructions as to 

the allotments to vessels, the time, order, and method of em- 
barkation of each nnit or detachment, of such animals, 
equipment, stores and baggage as may accompany it, and of 
the rationing of the troops on the day of 
making allotmbnf s it must be borne m fliind that the troops in 
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each vessel should be embarked complete in every detail to 
admit of their landing at any point if required, and articles 
likely to be required first should be embarked last. Details 
should be organized in sections under command of an officer 
before embarkation. 

130* In the case of troops proceeding to the TJ. K. or the 
Colonies, immediately the embarkation is completed and the 
numbers on board have been ascertaiced, the 0. C. the troops

Whenever furlough men of British units are embarked, a 
separate nominal roll of such men, giving their ranks, xiame, 
corps, particulars of family, and period of furlough, will be 
sent by the embarking staff officer to the W* 0. with the above 
embarkation returns. 

Embarkation returns will, in the case of British and native 
troops moving within Indian limits, be rendered on I. A. E. 
T1732, one copy being sent to the 0,0. at port of embarkation, 
one copy to the Divl. Comdr. and one copy retained by the 0,

131. When more than ten men are despatched from one 
port to another within Indian limits, the embarking officer 
should intimate’ to the military authprities at the ports con- 
cerned, by telegram if necessary, the numbers proceeding and 
probable date of arrival, in order that arrangements may be 
made for their reception. When government vessels sail with 
accommodation available for details from intermediate ports 
of call this should be also communicated to the embarking 
officers at those ports. 

182. Charter parties or agreements of any kind, as well as 
all documents relating to any government stores, provisions, 
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etc., shipped on hired transports engaged in India and proceed- 
ing to the TJ, K. or the Colonies, must be forwarded to the Q-, 
of I. for disposal. 

Duty oflacers. 

138. In addition to the 0. C., adjutant, and quartermaster, Home- 
11 captains and subalterns are ordinarily required for ship’s Indian 
duties on the Honie-Indian service transports. For duty with 
details one officer per 75 men should be embarked, but these 
and all officers accompanying units will form part of the duty 
complement. All officers of the British service entitled to 
passage (with the exception of half pay or retired officers) are 
available for duly. ITot-entitled passengers may only be 
detailed for duty when, and for so long as, the number of 
duty officers available falls below 10, and when so detailed the 
0. *C. must com])ly with the orders contained in the K. R. 

Officers on furlough under Indian rules will not, unless 
absolutely necessary, be detailed for duty. 

184. On R.I.M. vessels, hired transports engaged in India, R.LM. 
and freight ships, the complement of officers to be embarked for 
duty with details should be one for any strength between 20 

and 75, and one officer extra for every additional 76 men. Of 
these officers one must be a captain if the details number be- 
tween 150 and 300, or a field officer if above that strength, 
unless officers of these ranks are proceeding on duty in the same 
vessel and are available to command. The above officers, and 
all those accompanying units, etc., will form the ship’s duty 
complement. All officers of the British service entitled to 
passage (with the exception of half pay or retired officers) are 
available for duty. Not-entitled passengers should not be 
detailed for duty except in unavoidable circumstances. 

185. The above scales are exclusive of medical officers, who Medical 
will be detailed as considered necessary by the P. M. 0., India, otScers. 
for voyages to the U. K. or the Colonies, and by the 0. 0. at 

the port of embarkation for voyages within Indian limits. 

136. When the complement of officers for duty cannot be Return 
made up from those proceeding with the troops or on leave, passages for 
officers of the British service should be detailed, and they will omom, 
be given a free return passage to their station if they re-embark 

within the period of leave admissible under A. R. I., Vol. II, 
or without reference to this limit if detained by competent 
authority to admit of their returning by a government vessel.

141 . When spare horse stalls are available on the Indian- 
Home service transports, they may, under the orders of the 0. 
C. at the port of embarkation and with the concurrence of the 
marine authorities, be used for the chargers of officers pro- 
ceeding to the IT. K. or the Colonies. Forage and horse gear 
will he supplied by Government, and charged for at a daily 
rate of two shillings and one shilling respectively, the amount 
due, calculated according to the average duration of the voyage, 
being paid before embarkation to the embarking officer who 
will credit the amount to Government.

General railway rules. ^ 

170. Officers’ cliargers may be sent in horse-boxes by any Arrange, 
class of train. If, llo^veve^, their despatch by a parti- 
cular train necessitates the provision of a special vehicle, of animals, 
and they arc not in sufficient numbers to justify a 
whole vehicle l)oing engaged, they should be despatched 
either in advance of, or may follow, the officer, unless 
it is absolutely necessary that the chargers should accompany 
the officer. This rule will only apply to cases where the 
chargers of officers are booked by warrant, as for instance, 

^^ho^l the officers arc accompanying troops by rail, and they 
thciuvselvcs travel on warrant under the rules contained in 
para. 2 (n). Other aniiiials should ordinarily be despatched in 
horse Avagons by goods or mixed trains. The railway authori- 
ties must be informed oE the class of vehicle and train by 
which the animals are to bo despatched, or they will send 
them by passenger train and charge accordingly. Conveyance 
for less than three chargers by the East Indian Eailway mail 
trains l)etw'oen ITowrah-Dolhi-Jubbulpore should only be de- 
manded in cases of emergency as this is the minimum charge 
payable by such trains. 

Horses are not carried on the Halka-Simla and Darjecling- 
Himalayan Eailways. On railways which quote an owner’s 
risk rate, Government animals will be held to be despatched 
at that rate without declaration. 

171. Each railway will provide its own passenger carriages Provision,* 
and brake-vans at the 3 unction station unless the 
concerned arrange for these vehicles to run through, release of 
But when military considerations do not admit of the vehicles 00a- 
exchange, the foregoing vehicles, as well as hospital car- 
riages, and all other vehicles which run through on all occa- 
sions, will go through to destination. All vehicles should be 
released as early as possible on arrival at destination to avoid 
charges for demurrage. Officers Commanding will be liable 
for any extra expenditure incurred, when this is due to non- 
compliance with these instructions. In the case of special 
trains an allowance of six honrs^ day light shall be given for 
loading and unloading respectively, any time taken in excess 
being paid for at the rate of 2 annas per vehicle per hour. 

In other cases the Uvsual public allowance will be given and 
the charges levied "from the public will bo made on all time 
taken in excess of the allowance. 

The military authorities will be responsible for and per- 
form all loading and unloading at their own cost. 

^ 172. The arrangement of vehicles on troop extra trains Marshalliag 
will be decided by the railway authorities in concert with the andloaffing 
despatching officer, and once made over cannot be interfered exto teina. 
with ; but the despatching officer should point out in writing 
any irregularities in respect of the fittings or types of vehicles, 
position of amniunition vans, etc. The despatching officer 
will be responsible that the vehicles are properly filled, and 
will not be interfered with by the railway officials so long as 
the carrying capacity of any vehicle is not exceeded.

173. Whou. u troop oxtrj. triiiu is rciiuisitiouod the trullic

174. All military passongors not drawing travoUing allow- 
ances, will be booked on I. A. F. THOT winch will ho com- 
ploted as therein directed, and exchanged at the twokmg 
office for a ticket. Except by troop extra trains, separa .• 
warrants must be issued for chargers, the number and date 
of the officer’s personal warrant being noted thereon lor 
audit purposes. 

175. Warrants should ordinarily only be altered under 
the signature of the issuing officers, but where this is impos- 
sible, the 0. C. the troops should make tho required altera- 
tion, and report their nature, and the reasons for the same, 
to the issuing officer for correction of the counterfoil \Yar- 
rant, and communication to the E. M. Acets. 

176. When officers take more than the authorized number 
of horses, they will be entered on the warrant, and the amount 
payable will 'be the difference between tbal chargeable to the 
State for tbe government animals, and the total amount 
claimable for the whole number. The 0. C. the troops will 
collect the amount due from tho individuals concerned and 
pay the railway before departure. 


Time bill for 
parties. 


177. Each party despatched luust be furnished with a time 
bill of tbeir journey, on I. A. P. T1721, which should ordi- 
narily be adhered to. Any necessary deviation thererroin must 
be endorsed on the bill by tbe individual authorizing it, and 
communicated to any rest camps at which the party will halt, 
also to the authorities at destination. 


Notice of 178. Despatching officers will be responsible that 48 Jioiu*s’ 

despateb. previous notice of the intended despatch of parties exceeding 
ten in number, or of animals, ammuuition, treasure, or stores, 
is sent, if possible, to staff officers (or individuals in charge 
of rest camps not located in military stations) at (1) all inter- 
mediate halting stages, (3) any intermediate station to which 
booked for onward despatch, and (8) at final destination, to 
admit of arrangements being made for their reception, and 
onward progress if necessary. This notice should ordinarily 
be sent by post on I. A. i\ T1710, but* if time will not admit 
of this, then by telegraph. The departure of a troop extra 
train must also be reported by telegraph from stage to stage. 


Watering and 179. When xievesmry an officer, and a N. ©. officer, should 
detrainment precede mounted troops to arrange for the watering of the ani^ 
mals cn foulc. Before despatching animals and ordnance it 
should also be ascertained whether facilities exist, or will be 
provided, for their entrainment and detrainment. 

180. Pakhali bullocks may accompany a unit moving by

181 . All ranks should be warned ol the heavy responsibility 
tliey incur by any iuterferonce witli trafilc arraiigonieiits, and 
that it is iiicumbeut on thoiu to co-operate with the railway 
autlioritiev^, and conform io tlie railway rules.

Baggage rules. 

183 . By ordinary trains, railways carry Xree of cliarge, ex- Free baggage 
elusive of arms and accoutrements taken into the carriages, 20 cwancc. 
seers of baggage for each contract passenger and the ordinary 

free allowance for each tarifi! passenger wdien these are 
booked on warrants and paid for at the contract or 
the tariff rate us the case may bo, the deduction 
being calculated on the actual number of seats paid for. 

When contract and tariff rate passengers are conveyed in! 
vehicles at the vehicle rate an all round allowance of 20 seers 
of baggage per individual travcdling will bo allowed free. In 
the case of iroo]) extra trains one. brake-van is tdlowed tree for 
the conveyance of baggage provided that in all cases tlie mini- 
mum number of 16 vehicles is paid for.^ On the Darjeeling- 
Himalayan Railway, no free allowance is given in movement 
of troop trains. 

184 . Special wagons should not ordinarily be requisitioned 
for the baggage of militaiy passengers travcdling by ordinary 
trains, which should be weighed and taken over by the trum. 
railway authorities in the same manner as the baggage 

of private passengers. For such baggage, Government 
will be charged at J-rd pie per maund per mile (or the 
vehicle mileage rate — see Appx. T — ^whichever is cheaper) for 
the regulation scale, less the free allowance, while the indivi- 
dual travelling must pay at the time of hooking for all 
excess baggage. In cases where the total amount to be car- 
ried exceeds 162 maunds, a special wagon should be invari- 
ably ordered and all charges in connection therewith adjusted 
in the manner laid down in paragraph 185. 

185 * When troops are to he conveyed by troop extra train. Baggage 
the despatching officers should inform the railway authori- ^ 

ties of the total amount of public and private baggage ^rain. 
to accompany them. The railway will supply the 
wagons and brake-vans to carry the full amount, each vehicle 
being calculated to carry three-fourths its marked capacity. 

The 0. 0. the troops will be responsible that the vehicles are 
not only packed with not less than this minimum load, but 
that as much baggage as possible, within the maximum weight 
is loaded therein. Any liability accruing from the non-com- 
pliance with these instructions will not be accepted by the 
State. Payment *will he made at the vehicle mileage rate (sec 
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Apps. V) for all baggago, stoivs, tHiuipun'iit'S. vli., wt con- 
veyed. Tbe total charges ■will bo paid by govcrninout wbo 
will adjust tbem in tbe following inaiuun’:-- 

(a) Government will pay for the rogulalion amount, 

less the free allowance, if any; 

(b) Tlie 0. 0. tbe troops will pay for all excess baggage; 

(c) Tbe 0. C. tbe troops will pay for any extra vcbiclcs 

supplied in consequence of tbe above orders not 
being complied with. 

Tbe amounts due, or tbe niunbor of vebicles supplied on 
account of (6) and (c) must be entered on tbe warrant and 
officers concerned will satisfy tbemselves before departure of 
tbe train that tbe entries made thereon are correct to avoid 
unnecessary references on tbe subject being made by tbe M. A. 
Department. 

Oawiage of 186. All ranks are warned of tbe probibition against bag- 
offens^vror dangerous or offensive goods, any breach oi 

valuable whicli is punishable by a fine which may extend to 3i500, in 

goods. addition to the individual being held responsible for any loss, 

injury, or damage, caused thereby, and commanding officers 
will be held responsible that sucb articles are not packed in 
kits. All baggage containing money or other valuable pro* 
perty must, if valued at over filOO, be specially booked and 
insured, otherwise the railway will not accept responsibility. 
Detailed information as to the articles included in the above 
classes may be obtained at any railway station. 

Losses of 187* In all cases of the loss of government or other pro- 

baggdge, etc. perty in transit by rail, the 0. 0. troops is responsible that a 

thorough investigation is at once made, and the result reported 
to the local staff officer for further necessary action, fcioldiera 
travelling by ordinary train should be warned not to delivca? 
up their ticket until they have taken over their baggage. 
Should any baggage be missing the person in charge of the 
party or individual concerned will at once report the fact to 
the station master, endorse the ticket with a note of the defi- 
cient baggage before handing it over, and obtain from the 
station master a signed copy of the ticket and cnclorsoment. 
The matter should then be reported to the 0. 0., who will be 
responsible for taking all necessary action with the railway 
authorities to recover the property or obtain compensation in 
lieu. If not satisfactorily settled within a reasonable period, 
the matter should be referred to two arbiters, one nominated 
by the 0. C. and the other by the local railway authorities, 
and if these cannot agree the case may be referred to a third 
arbiter, whose decision will be final. If the matter cannot be 
settled locally in the above manner, a reference should be 
made to DivL Hd.

Troops not 188. Troops will not be separated from their Mis and 
bedding, except in the case of large bodies moving for direct 
and be^ing, ports or vice vend, when the heavy baggage 

may be despatched, under escort, in advance t>y a special 
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baggage train. During tlie winter niontlis tlie men should 
ahtSys take their blankets with them in the carnages. 
Baggage likely to be ro(iuired cn route should be stowed so as 
to bo readily accessible. 

189. In troop extra trains padlocks and keys for securing 
the doors of the baggage wagons on both sides will be handed 
over by the railway authorities to the 0.

Should, however, the railway 
detach, or in any way assume charge of the contents or a 
wagon, they become responsiblu, but tne keys will be retained 
by the 0.

190. At sluvions in the i'residoncy Jide., Keamari, and at Ooohes fw 
the Sassoon dock, Bombay, at all seasons ; and in other cases 
when the 0. G. the station may, on the advice of the medical baggage, 
authorities, consider it necessary, coolies may be supplmd, on 
application to the B. and T. corps, to load or unload British 
soldiers' b.iggage on and from trains, vessels, or^ bullock 
trains. The baggage ol invalids and families of British sol* 
diers will always b(* loaded or unloaded by coolies.

199. Movements must be carried out by ilie autliorized 
routes and by the prescribed stages, and no deViation therefrom 
should be made save iu exceptional circumstaucoH viiieb 
should, with the consequent changes, be reported to tlu* Divl. 
Comdr. and all others concerned. The hour at which tnarehes 
should commence will he dictated by circumstaiiees, ami 
halts should ordinarily he made on Sundays. 

200. In addition to the movement reports r('m1ov<‘(I under 
para_. 10, the 0. C. a unit or detacbment exceeding 50 men 
moving by road should, when approaching any military sta- 
tion, or a station occupied by the Nizam’s troops eomummlial 
by European officers, give, by means of 1.

publication in orders. Any changes made en route 

should be communicated by the 0. C. the troops to those con- 
cerned. 

202. Assistant surgeons in medical charge of detachments 
will report to the S. M. 0. of each station they pass through, 
the strength of the detachment, with the number of sick and 
their ailments. When native officers or N. 0. officers are in 
command of parties they will report personally to the S. S. 0. 
of each station en route, who will prepare and despatch any 
necessary movement reports. 

203. The Divl. and Bde. Comdr., and the 0. C. Iho sta- 
tion, will be responsible that all orders for the movements 
of troops received or issued by them, are communicated to 
their departmental and other officers concerned.

204. The civil authorities are responsible for the mainten- 
ance in good order of all established encamping grounds out- 
mde cantonments, and whenever movements are ordered the 
Bde.

205. On receipt of final movement orders the 0. C. the

(late of arrival at ferries or otlier points A\liere special assist- 
ance is required from the civil autliorilies. _ The notice should 
request that a police officer or durbar official may be detailed 
to accompany the force, and that stops be taken to prevent 
the irregular sale of liquor to tho troops on or near the route. 

206. This police officer or durbar official is ai.tachcd to the t»uiies ^ 
trooiis to settle, in communication vith tho 0. C., all disputes " 

vvith tho inhabitants, or vriih any transport establishments .iffioW. 
engaged by tho civil authorities ; to arrange that, in addition 
to the usual military precautions, proper measures are taken 
by the local officials to prevent theft and the irregular sale of 
liquor; and to act generally as the medium of communication 
bffiv’oon the 0.

208. Tho 0. 0. tho troops is responsible that the strictest Responsi- 
discipline is maintained, and that all possible precautions are 

taken to prevent damage to trees, crops, telegraph wires and 
posts; trespass in government forests or private enclosures; 
or irregularities of any kind. Any assistance required from 
the inhabitants should ordinarily he obtained through the 
medium of the civil authorities, and paid for at local rates. 

209. The order of march will be decided by the 0. C., but 
advance baggage and rear-guards should usually be detailed '■ 
in the ease of large paities, tl;o former to clear the roule for 

the main body, and the latter to bring all stragglers and de- 
layed carriage into camp. An advance party, commanded by 
an officer if possible, should usually precede a unit to demar- 
cate each encampment, and see to the watering arrangements, 
etc., before the main body arrives. When families accom- 
pany the troops, a separate encampment should be arranged 
for them. 

210. Troops are forbidden to enter foreign territory with- 
out the piwious sanction of the O.-in-C., and the receipt of 
permission to do so from the Governor of the settlement, the temtory.

228 . Eequisitions on I. A. F. S]52ti for tbo supplies re- 
quired at each stage, should ordinarily roach the district civil 
officer concerned (see Route boohs), or in the case of canton- 
ments the S. S. 0. who will make all arrangements (hi con- 
junction with the cantonment magistrate where there is one), 
at least a fortnight before the supplies are required. The 
requisition form enumerates the articles which cau alone bo 
demanded, any other articles must be arranged for privately- 
Any changes in dates, routes, or in the requisition, that may 
subsequently prove necessary, should be forthwith communi- 
cated to those concerned. Losses caused by such changes w'ill 
only be borne by the State when the competent financial 
authority is satisfied that they were unavoidable.

If any assistance is required and small 
they will apply to the local police officer. parties. 

Tolls. 

228. Under the Indian Tolls (Army) Act II of 1901, Exemptions 
which applies to the whole of British India, inclusive of Bri- 

tish Baluchistan, the Santhal Parganas, and the Pargana of 
Spiti — 

(а) all officers and soldiers of His Majesty’s Eegular 

Forces, and local corps, or Imperial Service 
Troops, when on duty or on the march, 

(б) all members of a corps of volunteers when on duty, 

or when proceeding to or returning from duty, 

(c) all officers and soldiers of the Indian Reserve Forces 

when proceeding from their place of residence on 
being called out for training or service, or when 
proceeding back to their place of residence after 
such training or service, 

(d) all grass-cutters when employed in the service of 

His Majesty’s Regular Forces, any local corps, 

Imperial Service Troops, or any corps of volun- 
teers, 

(e) all other authorized followers of His Majesty’s 

Regular Forces, any local corps, Imperial Ser* 
vice Troops, or any corps of volunteers, when 
they accompany any body of such forces, troops, 
or volunteers, or any members of such corps, on 
the march, or when they are otherwise moving 
under the orders of military authority, ^ 

(/) all members of the families of officers, soldiers, or 
authorized followers, of His Majesly’s Forces, or 
any local corps, when accom^janying any body 
of troops, or any officer, soldier, or authorized 
follower thereof, on duty or on the march. 

(g) all prisoners under military escort, 

(h) the horses and baggage,* and the persons (if any), 

employed in carrying the baggage of any persons 
exempted under the foregoing clauses, when such 
horses, baggage, or persons accompany the per- 
sons so exempted under the circumstances men-* 
tioned in those clauses respectively, 
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U) all carriages and horses? belonging to ilis 

or employed in Kis Majesty’s military service, 
and all persons in cliargc o£ or accompanying 
the same, when conveying any of the persons 
above mentioned^ or when conveying baggage or 
stores, or ^\hcn returning unladen from convey- 
ing such persons, baggage, or stores, 

(j) all carriages and horses, when moving under the 
orders of military authority for the purpose of 
being employed in His Majesty’s military ser- 
vice, 

(/c) all animals, accompanying any body of troops, 
which are intended to be slaughtered for food or 
kept for any purpose connected with the provi- 
sioning of such troops, 

and 

(1) all persons in charge of any carriage, horse, or ani- 
mal exempted under any of the foregoing clauses, 
respectively, are exempted from the payment of 
any tolls, on embarking or disembarking, or on 
being shipped or landed from or upon any land- 
ing place; or in passing along or over any turn- 
pike or other road or bridge ; or on being carried 
by means of any ferry, other than a railway 
ferry. But boats, barges, or other vessels em- 
ployed in conveying the above persons or pro- 
perty along any canal will pay the usual tolls. 

Any vessel employed by the government solely for the 
transport of troops ; or the horses, baggage or other eiSEects of 
any troops embarking or disembarking at any port; or car- 
riages belonging to His Majesty or employed in His Majesty’s 
military service embarking or disembarking at any port ; are 
also exempt from tolls levied by any local authority. 

Officers not in uniform need only furnish the toll-keeper m 
writing with their names, rank, and nature of the duty on 
which travelling, but in all other cases unless the individual 
is in uniform, or followers, horses, baggage, carriages, and 
slaughter animals are accompanying individuals in uniform, 
exemption from tolls will only be admitted on the presenta- 
tion of a pass (I. A. P. Z 2114) to the toll authorities.

as the freight payable according to the regulations of the 
Company for the time being, for extra baggage ol an ordinary 
passenger of the same class, but ihe same must be paid by the 
passengers themselves. 

7. The passage money for the wives, families, and servants 
of commissioned and civil officers when not ordered to be con- 
veyed at the public expense, shall be paid to the Company by 
the officers themselves. 

8. In all cases where an officer in the naval, military, or 
civil service, of ‘Eis Majesty who may not be entitled to a 
passage at the public expense shall require a passage on board

Rules for the supply of carriage by the ihvil unthonttes. 

(lief erred to in para. 2iT.) 

1. llequiaitioiis on tlie civil aulkoiiiios for liired carriage 
required for tlio luoveinenls of troops or siores sliould be pr(‘- 
pared on I. A. F. S llnb. giMug lull details oJ r(‘i[uirt‘uuuits, 
and sent so as to react ttc district or pohttcal oiiicer c< u- 
cerned, if possible, not less than j!ft(‘tui days (one niouili wi 
Gwalior State) before the cirriage is ri^quired. 

2. Hired carriage will not ordinarily bo required to pro- 
ceed beyond ilie limits of the next civil district on the route, 
but will be exchanged, if possible, at such stations therein as 
may be fixed by the local civil authorities. It will he paid lor 
at the authorized local hire rate from the date on which the 
march is commenced to the dale of its discharge, both inclu- 
sive, but if 'aken double marches double rates will ho ])aid for 
each such march. Heturn hire will only be adnuauble wlum 
the carriage is necessarily taken beyond the limits of Ihe iK^xt 
civil district, when half the full hire rate will ho ])uid for (*,a(‘h 
route book or other recognized stage on the return journey, 
without any oflowanco for halts. When circunistam'es render 
it necessary to collect the carriage before the dat<‘ ou which it 
is required, the full hire rate will, however, he paid fx‘om the 
actual (late of engageimmt, but in such case the indenting 
oflioer should ho informed of the circumsiniu'es and tli<^ 

able extra expense ‘that will bo incurred. Himilarly any 
cari‘iagc indented for; which may he found to lx* in excess of 
final requirements and is discharged before t!ie march com- 
mences wiU he ])aid for at the full hire rate for eacl) day or putt 
of a day for which it is retained. If carriage is declared un- 
servicca]>le l)y a committee of officers, it will not bo paid tor, 
Wlien chaudhris are engaged to collect carriage, their foes at 
local rates will be paid by the owners and not by the military 
department. When transport is roji^cled, a rc])ort giving 
detailed reasons ,for the rejection should ho sent to the Col- 
lector of the District. Similarly, when units ar(5 dissatisfied 
with the ((uality of the food supplicxl, there vshould ho taken 
and sealed up, in the presence of the senior civil officer, a 
fair sample pf the article to which objection is taken. 

3. On engagement of the carriage, the civil or political 
. officer will advance to the owners half the estimated hire for 
the full Journey, and then send the carriage to the place r(*- 
quired in charge of a tehsil or durbar official who will hand to 
the requisitioning officer a detail of the composition of the car- 
riage, authorized loadvS, hire rates, owmTs’ names, amount 
advanced and receipts for the same, and intimalion as to the 
station at which the carriage should be ex(*hanged, see T. A, 
F. R1675. The amount advanced will be at once repaid to the 
civil officer by tho S, and T. Corps. 
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•J. Tho <uvil ofiicer sxipplying the carriage will at the same Exchunging 
time warn <ho civil olilccr at the tirst cxchangiug station of tho 
trauHjtort reiiniriiig exchange, and the date and place at which 
it will he rtHfuirod. Tho latter will then ])ruceod as in para. 3, 
and warn the lU'xt ex'clianging station.

7. On arrival at a,u exchanging station, or at destination, DMiargo of 
ilie t‘arriag(i sljould be at once released and paid off by the S. 

and T. (dlitau*, if there* is one, otherwise by a British ofHcer of 
tlie inar<‘hing unit in the pres<‘uce of tlie ciril oHicial attached 
to ilu* Iroops, the aecjuitiance roll being signed by both and 
countersigned by the 0. C. Any disputes will be referred to, 
and settled by, the district civil officer at tlio place at which the 
tmns])orfc is released. 

8. When carriage is discharged, a certificalo in English 

and the s'ernacular should be given liy the civil oHicor at the ^ 
exchanging station, or by tlic civil accompanying the 

troops, to each jierson in charge thereof, to protect tlie car- 
riage from being taken for the use of troops while on its 
return journey, unless vsuch troops are marclxing in the direc- 
tion of the owner's home.
